ay-fly literature, the creature of a day;

studies of Byron are more concerned with 
the man than with his writings. 

It is true that it is impossible to under- 
stand fully any writer without knowing 
uite a deal about his personal antece- 

ts, his environment, his hopes and 
aims.” Some we are prevented from 
knowing closely because they seem to have 
no history, no striking event, no sudden 
uplift or reversal comes to throw a strong 


light upon them. We have to make the 


best we can of their self-revelation in 
their work; and even then some new fact 
may re-orientate all our views. It was 
ible to get a metaphysical view of 
ordsworth at any time: but it was a 
not quite human Wordsworth. His mind 
was a still, deep pool you wanted courage 
to plumb; he was very respectable, square- 
toed, and carried an umbrella; and 
meaner mortals, when they saw him 
coming, bolted into the nearest shop and 
bought a quite unnecessary pennyworth 
of peppermints rather than take an excur- 
sion with him, even if there were some 
intimations of immortality about him. 
It is a curious fact about Shakespeare 
that no discovery of a new fact about his 
life could alter in the slightest our know- 
ledge of him; he is life-size in his own 
work. 


THE PENALTY OF POSE. 


With Byron the situation is different. 
We suffer from “his own too much.” 
He says too much, writes too much, reveals 
too much: and he does not always know, 
and it is hard for us to discover, whether 
he is talking about himself or about his 
second self—about what he likes to think 
he is, or what he wants to be, or what 
he knows he is. The judgment that follows 
on all poseurs is upon him. His pose gets 
twisted into the threads of his nature; 
he becomes, in fact, the embodiment of the 
misery-freighted ghost he dreams, Mrs. 
Radcliffe, says Sir Walter Raleigh, 
devised in fiction what Byron tried to be. 
The trouble is that he sometimes 
succeeded. The easiest so of him is 
one in which the moonlight through the 
ruins of Newstead Abbey falls with the 
precision of a Lyceum limelight upon the 
solitary, black-cloaked figure who gathers 
its folds with calculated gesture about his 
weariness, reveals under the wide brim of 
his low-pressed hat the glitter of his eyes, 
clenches his hand in desperate disdain, 
passes off with leaden step to sound of 
slow music—and waits in the wings for 
the applause. It is a common réle of his, 
bu; it is not Byron. 

A dissolute parentage endowed him 
with an ill-balanced nervous system, a 
club-foot, and a fair face. He was 
sensitive with that sensitiveness which 
sound men only know under stress of 
starvation or continuous physical strain. 
Had he been left to poverty and abroad, 
he might have found among the gentle 
poor some truth of love. e came to 
Newstead, to fortune and to failure. He 
longed passionately for the active life of 
a soldier. Across that path was flung the 
fatal shadow of his club-foot. The next 
best thing was to enter public life as a 
legislator. A less sensitive temperament 
might have followed that road, but he 
foresaw the mockery and gibes of men. 
It is an. ill thing to do to laugh at 
physical disabilities; but it is an 
inheritance from our brute nature to do 
so; even to-day we imitate to some extent 
those beasts that slay the deformed in the 
pack to be rid of a useless mouth; a 
century ago men were not more refined. 
Again there came between Byron and his 
heart’s desire the shadow. He could not 
then, in the days rest gu Na his 

had not been fo , stren n him- 
felt. to face the grinning jowls of yokel and 
squireen. 


THE SCALES HARDENING.

NO SENSE OF HUMOUR, 


The scandal that drove him abroad, an 
abject of general obsecration, was, 
rhaps, not altogether repugnant to him. 
awing-room soldiering is very wearing 
and his mind was maturing and leading 
him to disgusts. The various romances, 
such as. ‘‘The Siege of Corinth’’ and 
“The Giaour,” deliberately in the vein of 
Gothic romance, have many. of the vices 
of the lyrics, but exhibit a ter.mastery 
of phrase, an epigrammatic touch, and @ 
adually warming emotion which slowly 
grip itself from the author to an 
idea. It is curious that they exhibit no 
sense of humour.

SATIRIC POWER. 


It is in “ Don Juan,” “ The Vision of 
Judgment,” ‘‘The English Bards and 
Scotch Reviewers,’’ and in the stray 
epigrams, that we become conscious of a 
strong man behind the poseur. Byron 
emerges from the, company of women and 
poodles into the company of men, Not 
as a lyric nor as a romantic, but as a 
satiric poet he will live for literature. 
Such a one cannot rank in the highest 
place. True poetry appeals not to intellect 
and moral sense, but to the soul; its 
saddest strains uplift; it does not 
admonish, it inspires. Castigation may 
be edifying to the castigated: it is a little 
revolting to the spectators. Juvenal 
presents us with a flaming vision of 
decadent Rome; he winnows with a 
swingeing flail; but he will never be the 
favourite of students of classics or of 
poetry. His is the fascination of horror 
and he makes us as uncomfortable as a 
rather overstronr revivalist can do. 
Byron’s thrusts ate fierce enough, but 
they are rapier thrusts, and in the act 
of revealing the rottenness of the times 
he suddenly blazes out with the revela- 
tion of his own scorching hatred of him- 
self, of fate, of all the tyranny of things 
and times. He comes out with astonishing 
reality in his satirical work; and he 
betters the little gnat of Twickenham in 
that he wins us to sympathy because he 
shows us a glimpse of a really suffering 
humanity in his own person. 


A HERO OF ACTION. 


Treading the soil where the Revolution 
had spent itself in blood, living in that 
little land of lake and mountain that 
broke the pride of Charles le Téméraire, 
tinder was brought to the flaming anger 
of his mind. Tiere is a kind of justice 
in the dealings of the gods with Byron. 
They decreed that the man who had 
lived so long with false romance, should be 
held at last by true romance, circling his 
brow with a white cicatrice of glory. 
Liberty shut her eyes to the club-foot and 
the club-footed heart.

I have sometimes been led about the 
variety of State and voluntary organisa- 
tions whose business if is either to prevent 
wrecks or to come to the rescue of those on 
board when ships get into trouble. As far 
as I tan gather, however, thers are three 
organisations whose joint activities to-day 
go far to make the sailor’s life a com- 
paratively safe, as well as a jolly, one. 
The main business of the Irish Lights 
Board—who represent the Elder Brethren 
of Trinity House in Ireland—is to warn 
ships of possible danger by means of light- 
houses, sirens and buoys. When these 
safeguards fail the sister organisations 
mobilise their crews for rescua purposes. 

Now that there is some question of the 
Free State taking some measure of direct 
responsibility for the Irish Lights Board, 
I venture to express the hope that 
Trinity House, the Free State Govern- 
ment, and the Government of Northern 
Ireland may find some solution of the 
problem which will preserve the co-opera- 
tion between British and Irish coastal 
services which has yielded such splendid 
results up to the present. After all the 
sea is one, and those who go down to the 
sea in ships are a single community so 
far as danger is concerned. 


An Ancient Jesier. 


I have been glancing, writes a corres- 
pondent, through the pages of that past 
master of ribaldry, Poggio Bracciolini 
(1380-1459) Poggio was at one time 
Secretary to Pigg Sa, Curia, and at 
another held the same office: to the 
Florentine ao He paid a visit to 
England in 1425, and records his detesta- 
tion of the fact that the English nobility 
and gentry of that iod mixed freely 
with the rich merchants. No Italian 
gentleman, in his opinion, would ever be 
guilty of such a lowering of prestige. 
t is not as a statesman, however, but as 
a jester, that Poggio is best known. 
When he was 70 years of age he made a 
book of all the jests and witty tales that 
he had ever heard. A few of his stories 
have their roots deep in human nature, 
and, being independent of time and place, 
their humour is as fresh to-day as when 
they were written. But the vast majority 
are as meaningless to us now as the 
gossip of our day is likely to be to the 
people of 500 years hence. What, for 
instance, will be the value then of the 
exquisite remark made by Mr. A. P. 
Herbert the other day about that in- 
veterate publicist, Dean Inge, that “ he 
was usually regarded as a pillar of the 
Church ?’”

A Distinguished lrishman.

Whitton, C.M.G., at present on holiday, 
leading the simple life in the heart of 
Co. icklow, is a very distinguished 
Irishman. 

The second son of the late Frederick 
Whitton of Dublin, he was educated at 
Trinity College, where he earned the 
reputation, of a brilliant classical scholar. 

In 1894 he entered

listinction, and in 

1914, while on active 

service with the 6th 

Division .B.E.F. he 

vas badly wounded 

at the first battle of 

Ypres.

the General Staff, G.H.Q., in France. 

Colonel Whitton has combined a soldier’s 

career with that of a successful author ; 

for he has written several books on mili- 

tary history, and is known to be a master 

of his subject. His work in this direc- 

tion has gained for him the position of 

military correspondent to The Observer. 

His new “Wolfe and North 

America,’’ is at present in the wg both 

in England and America, and he is very 

busy at the moment editing for Peter 

Davies, “Service Trials and Tragedies,”’ 

which is a volume. of war stories. Colonel 

Whitton also reviews books for The 

Observer and The Bookman, and finds 

time to play for Ireland in the Interna- 
tional Correspondence Chess matches. 

It is his gift for languages that has 
helped Colonel Whitton so enormously in 
his successful career. When a young 
man in Trinity he won the term prize for 
classical composition, and afterwards in 
the Army entrance examinations gained 
first class honours in French, with second 
in Italian, passed in German and Russian 
and afterwards was able to talk and read 
Spanish fluently. Withal this learning 
and success, he is a modest, pene per- 
sonality, with a passion for the Victorian 
novelists and Trollope in particular. The 
only thing that Colonel Whitton is really 
proud of is his map of “ Barchester,’’ and 
the only subject that rouses him to 
positive volubility is compulsory Irish. 


“ Pidgin Trish.” 


Colonel Whitton is well qualified to 
state an opinion on this question ; for he 
is an Irishman who really loves Lreland, 
is a brilliant linguist himself, and a man 
with the exceptionally broad outlook that 
comes from travelling and a knowledge 
of the world. 

“Tt is all so obvious,” he said to me; 
‘*‘ surely the authorities realise that for a 
young man starting out to learn a 
language he must have the following 
things in his possession. Firstly, the 
gift for languages, and one person out of 
twenty thousand is born with that gift ; 
for it really is a definite talent, as much 
as singing, poms or writing, and it is 
not acquired. Secondly, he must have 
unlimited time and a fund of philological 
enthusiasm: Thirdly, and last but not 
least, he must have the capacity for real 
hard, grinding work. My‘ experience is 
that very few young men possess this 
magic combination. 

“Now it invariably happens when a 
language is forced upon a nation that 
about one out of ten people is able to 
attain any proficiency at all, and the con- 
sequence is that it eventually becomes a 
sort of lingua franca—for example, 
Hindustanee, which is not a language, but 
a makeshift combination of several 
languages, used for hundreds of years as 
a convenient means of communication be- 
tween the Indians and their conquerors. 
Compulsory Irish will become ‘ Pidgin 
Irish,’ and the real classical Irish will 
die out; for nobody will bother to learn 
it. Is it worth while going to immense 
trouble and expense to revive a language 
that will inevitably become. debased ?”’

Dog Shows. 


We Ate the Dead. 

A correspondent writes:—I was very 
much interested by a reference in thé 
“‘Trishman’s Diary” lately drawin 
attention to the deplorable condition o 
Henrietta. street. Lately I have been in- 
creasingly conscious of the intense 
melancholy hanging over this wonderful 
group of Georgian houses, now a collection 
of tenements of the worst kind. I say the 
worst kind, becanse that air of having seen 
better days when allied to such abject 
poverty, whether in man or house, in- 
variably adds a note of more intense 
tragedy. 

The history of Henrietta street is excep- 
tionally brilliant and exceptionally tragic. 
Even in 1827 it numbered among its 
tenants Lady Harriet Daly, the Karl of 
Blessington, Viscount. Lorton, and the 
Hon. F. Hely Hutchinson. Lady -Harriet 
was the envied possessor of a picture 

allery containing | seat by Murillo, 

mbrandt and Guido. Blessin House 
is now a convent, and the sisters very 
kindly allow visitors interested in this 
subject to view the private chapel and 
the beautiful hall and staircases. No, 9 
was built in 1734 for the Right Honour- 
able Thomas Carter, Master of the Rolls, 
from designs by Cassels, who also designed 
Tyrone House, and both the residences of 
the Leinster family. Henry Boyle, Speaker 
of the Irish House of Commons, lived here 
until his death in 1764, and next door 
dwelt the celebrated Luke Gardiner, after- 
wards Viscount Mountjoy, who was 
eventually killed at the Battle of Vinegar 
Hill in 1798. All the houses in Henrietta 
street were built before 1750, and all of 
them possess beauties of carving, ironwork 
and design which would be difficult to 
rival in any city in Europe. 

In 1862 Henrietta street was all let out 
in barrister chambers, and only one house 
out of the twenty was let in tenements. 
In 1884 the number of tenements had risen 
to seven. In 1889 there were fifteen tene- 
ment houses, and 1 !

Surely it must arouse some feel- 
ing of shame in us when visitors to 
Dublin, brought to see St. Patrick’s, 
Marsh’s Library, or any of the other 
places of historic interest, have to pass 
through streets redolent of a past grandeur 
sunken in the most miserable poverty, 
neglect and dirt.

We laugh at the Americans and sneer 
af their passion for things of historic 
interest, but the laugh is really ‘‘ on’’ us. 
Any of the colonial mansions, the 
eighteenth century villages of New Eng- 
land, the old houses in Boston, New York 
and Philadelphia are looked upon as 
national heirlooms, and treated as such. 
I have heard more than one American 
visitor exclaim with horror over the streets 
they have had to pass through on their 
way to the Cathedral. One New Eng- 
lander remarked to me not long ago that 
if it was possible he would love to: take 
Henrietta street back with him to 
America, where he would clean it, restore 
it and keep it as a perfect example of 
Géorgian architecture. 


Capel Sireet. 


Capel street, which adjoins Bolton 
street, was remarkable for the number of 
religious bodies which seemed to be 
attracted to its vicinty. According to one 
authority, in the early eighties thete were 
“the Catholics in Liffey street and 
Abbey street, the Quakers in Strand 
street, the Walkerites in Stafford street, 
the Anti-Burghers in Mary’s Abbey, and 
the Presbyterians in Strand street and 
Mary’s Abbey; the latter was known as 
the Scots’ Church.” Here was founded, 
in 1792, a society which was the fore. 
runner of the English Society for the 
Promotion of Christian Knowledge. By 
a curious kink of history, Capel street in 
the early part of the 18th century was 
the home of drama. A rival theatre was 
started in opposition to the one in Smock 
alley, and had a short, but brilliant, 
career. 3

College athletic grounds, which marked 
the opening of the local celebration of the 
centenary of Catholic Emancipation. The 
city was en féte for the occasion, and the 
streets were gaily decorated. As in 
Dublin, it was the poorer districts that 
made the most striking private house 
display. Here elaborate shrines and altars 
had been erected, on which lighted candles 

owed amid masses of flowers. 

Co aaine the week High Mass will be 
sung at one of the city churches every 
day, and a series of special Jectures will 
be delivered at the Opera House. . 

To-morrow evening the address will be 

iven by Professor O'Sullivan, the Free 
S te Minister for Education, Dr. Harty, 
Archbishop of Cashel, presiding. On 
Wednesday the Bishop of Ross will 

reside, when the lecturer will be Mr. 
J. Horgan, solicitor, and on Friday 
Mr. Denis Gwynn will be the lecturer, 
the chair being occupied by Dr. Cohalan, 
Bishop of Cork. 

No effort has been spared to make the 
centenary week a memorable one in the 
South of Ireland, and, apart altogether 
from the religious side of the celebrations, 
visitors will find an interesting programme 
of indoor and outdoor entertainments. 

One important event is next Saturday’s 
athletic contest at the Athletic Grounds 
between the representatives of England, 
Ireland and Scotland, which will be held 
for the first time in Cork, 

On Wednesday afternoon crews from 
all part of the South of Ireland will take 
part in Blackrock Regatta. 

Over three tons of fireworks have been 

rocured for the first pyrotechnic display 
in Cork for over sixty years, which will 
take place on next Thursday at the 
Mardyke after. a band promenade. On 
Tuesday afternoon two thousand guests 
will be entertained at a garden party 
given by the Archbishop of Cashel and 
the Bishop of Cork at University College. 

The celebrations will be brought ‘to a 
close on next Sunday, when the 
Eucharistic procession of almost fifty 
thousand men and boys of the city and 
suburbs will parade the streets. 


BACKWARD RATE COLLECTION. 


The backward state of the rate collec- 
tion in County Cork and the difficulties 
encountered in recovering the amounts 
due were referred to at the last meeting 
of the Cork County Council, when the 
rate for the ensuing year was struck at 
£561,000. A form rotest against this 
decision was cateied. by Mr. D. L. 
O’Gorman on the ground of excessive ex- 
penditare, and this sentiment was echoed 
by the Chairman (Mr. W. J. Broderick), 
who declared that he had no sympathy 
with the reckless policy of unnecessary 
works at a time when they had the burden 
of abnormal outdoor relief. 

“We are not passing through normal 
times,” he said, “and the procedure that 
could have been adopted ten. or eleven 
years ago is not acceptable, as most of the 
lands have been reduced below producing 
power owing to seizures in stocks in the 
national and local interests.” 

Referring to the amount of irrecoverable 
rates, Mr. Broderick said that at least 
ninety-five per cent. of the ¢ollectors had 
done their duty by the Councal, but they 
were torn between their duties and their 
sympathies. Under present conditions a 
collector had to become absolutely ruth- 
less to be termed thoroughly efficient. A 
further four or five years of financial 
difficulty probably faced the county, and 
in the meantime, if they continued to 
deprive the country of its producing 
power, their revenue must disappear. The 
only way to help the county and the 
country was to make the land productive 
by allowing it to be stocked. 

There was no use blaming the collectors 
for the position, said Mr. Broderick, who 
advocated closer co-operation between the 
local and national authorities as a way 
out of the difficulty. He suggested, there- 
fore, that intending purchasers on the 
eleven months’ system should be allowed 
to pay the rates to the local body and 
the annuities to the central Government, 
keeping the residue themselves. 


VALUE OF PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 


The importance of public libraries in 
the social system was dealt with by Mr. 
Charles Wilkinson, the Cork City Librarian, 
in the course of an address delivered to 
the members of the local Rotary Club 
during the week. Mr. Wilkinson stated 
that it was only by personal experience 


that they could realise the capacity o} 
public libraries tv serve tem: mentaily, 
socially and commercially. They were in- 
valuable to every member oí the cuom- 


munity. He declared that public libraries | 
had outgrown the narrow groove that | 
governed them when the movement for © 
their establishment was initiated by the © 


ing of the Act of 1850. 
mit could not be gainsaid that 


were now taking advantage of the facilities 
offered, The contention that public 
libraries provided an over-abundance cí 
fiction as against all othef classes of 


unitrne, as the present-day stock of these 
libraries did not, as a rule, consist of 
more than one-third of the entire lending 
stock. 

Mr. “Wilkinson further declared that a 
reference library. was paramount in the 
conception of a public library, and in this 
section could be found books of anencyclo- 
pedic character, dictionaries on various 
topics as.well as languages, and numerous 
works far beyond the purchasing power 
of the average individual. 

In these circumstances he felt justified 
in pointing out to those who imagined 
that public libraries were a luxury and of 
no utilitarian value to the citizens that 
few civic imstitutions gave such an 
adequate return to its public for the 
money expended on them. 


LOCAL APPOINTMENTS SYSTEM. 


The members of the Cork Cumann na 
nGaedheal Executive Committee are 
virtually unanimous in a movement to 
secure the establishment of Cork as th 
headquarters for. the making of local 
appointments in the South of Ireland. No 
fault is found with the principle of an 
Appointments Commission making recom- 
mendation to the local bodies, but it is 
thought unfair that in cases where posi- 
tions in Cork are to be filled the Selec- 
tion Board should sit in Dublin to 
examine the qualifications of candidates. 
A resolution to that effect has been for- 
warded for consideration at the forthcom- 
ing meeting of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Executive Committee in Dublin. 

Mr. T. C. Curtin, one of the members 
of the Cork City Council, who introduced 
the question at a meeting of the Com- 
mittee recently, pointed out the hardship 
on applicants for positions, who, after 
paying an entrance fee, were then put to 
the expense of travelling to Dublin. Air. 
John Murphy said that the Selection 
Board could examine the candidates a 
University College, Cork. 

Several other members expressed them- 
selves in favour of the suggestion, but 
each paid tribute to the work of the 
Appointments Commissioners in selecting 
thoroughly qualified candidates for posi- 
tions in the public service. 


CORK HARBOUR CHARGES. 


The Free State Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce- have now recommended cer- 
tain modifications in the pilotage charges 
on trans-Atlantic liners calling at Queens- 
town. This is the outcome of an inquiry 
held recently into the Harbour Commis- 
sioners’ application for permission to 
reduce the pilotage due on all cargo 
vessels, reverting virtually to the pre-war 
scale of charges. 7 

Objections to the exclusion of liners 
‘from fhese reductions were entered by the 
six large shipping companies utilising the 


| port regularly, and the Ministry's recom- 


mendations are on the lines of an agree- 
ment reached at a conference between 
the companies and the Pilotage Com- 


mittee. These have already been turned 


down by the Board, but, doubtless, that 
decision will be reversed when their adop- 
tion is for the second time recommended 
by the Committee. 

Further evidence of the development of 
direct trade between the United States 
and this country was furnished at the 
last meeting of the Board, when Messrs. 
Henry Ford and Sons, Ltd., applied for 
an extension of the concession whereby 
liners are permitted to ship and unship 
cargo. Some time ago the Board decide: 
to allow liners trading between New York 
and Queenstown to unload and load 
cargoes of twenty-five tons, while liners 
trading between other ports in America 
and Queenstown are allowed to deal with 
lots of ten tons. 

Advantage of this facility has been 
taken in many directions, and not alone 
tractor and motor car parts, but woollens, 
blankets, rugs, and even fowl have been 
exported direct from the Free State to 
America. In view of this there is little 
likelihood of any obstacle being raised to 


the granting of the present application.

met with a loyal and hearty welcome, It 
was a welcome to him as King—to one 
who held high and _ sacred office on 
earth under God, the King of Kings. While 
he received the tribute of honour which was 
due to his office, his subjects felt that, as a 
man, their King was as yet but little known 
to them. The familiar phrase in which the 
King acknowledged the marks of respect paid 
to his throne and person recognised that such 
a distinction exists, and, while to his people 
the throne was established by immemorial) 
sanctions, the person of the Sovereign was 
yet unproved. 

Kighteen years have passed, and the King 
is to-day giving thanks at Westminster 
Abbey for his recovery from an illness which 
mi well have "<< mortal, With him— 
an not only with im, bat for him—his 
world-wide Kingdom and Empire are giving 
thanks.

“CH, was an encouragement beyond descrip- 
tion to feel that my constant and earnest 
desire had been granted—the desire to en 
the eonfidence and affection of my people.” 
That the King should have thus unbared his 
heart to us will endear him yet, more to his 
country. The illness which revealed to 
him his people’s love for him has given him 
in return a happy occasion for revealing 
himself to them. : 

The thing which has thus won for him 
the hearts of his people is—first, his devotion 
to duty. In peace time the King’s attention 
to the cares of State makes him as laborious 
a worker as any of his subjects; while in 
war time there were laid upon him addi- 
tional burdens which were faithfully borne, 
but whose extent few of us can guess, <A 
hint is given of his onerous activities during 
the war in two volumes now deposited in the 
Imperial War Museim, giving in diary, form 
the story of his daily work in his people’s 
service. : 

What especially has won for him his 
people’s love is his character, his home-life 
and his care for his people in all that befalls 
them. We who are the King’s Irish sub- 
jects rejoice to think, that the political 
changes of the last ten years have imposed 
“ changes on these prayers we offer for our 

ing. 

ANSWER TO PRAYER. ' 

For my part, 1 believe that God who had 
taught us in His Holy Word that Christian 
people should pray for kings and all who 
are in authority has answered in abundant 
measure the prayers which ascend from our 
churches continually on behalf of our 
Sovereign Lord the King. We pray that 
God will so replenish him with the grace of 
His Holy Spirit that he may always incline 
to His will and watk in His ways. Not only 
may we fee] that, but faith tells us—and our 
experience confirms our faith—that God who 
inspires men to pray, answers their believing 
prayers, and causes that, according to their 
faith, it shall be unto them. As we think 
of the general prayers offered for the 
Sovereign year. after year, we are reminded 
of the special prayers that have been offered 
for the King’s recovery during this recent 
ulness. Our parents have told us in days 
gone by of the prayers for the recovery of 
the Prince of ales in 1872, and of the 
National Thanksgiving Day on February 28, 
1872, which followed upon the fraating ol 
those prayers. 

Striking as was the demonstration olf 
sympathy at that time, it pales before the 
manifestation of world-wide concern which 
was called forth «on this —occa- 
tion. Through the extension of the 
power of the Press and with the help of 
wireless telegraphy, all parts of the world 
are in momentary touch with all other parts; 
and, better still, there has grown up a 
fellowship between the nations which has 
laid low many barriers which separated them 
sixty years ago. To this growing moral 
unit tween the sundered peoples of the 
earth the King makes grateful reference in 
his message when he expresses the hope that, 
as it has been in his own case particularly, 
so generally it may come,to be that the 
national anxieties of the individual ples 
are felt as the common property of all. It 
was out of this international society of the 
peoples that prayer rose to Almighty God 
month after month on behalf of our King. 

PUBLIC CONFESSION. 

It is only right that, when what we asked 
for has been granted to us, we should offer 
our humble and happy thanks to God for 
His Goodness. All over the Empire God is 
being praised to-day for His mercy; and it 
is our bounden duty that, as we called 
upon Him in our anxiety, so we should 
make public confession of the great things 
He has done for us, now that anxiety 
has given place to relief. We are here 
to-day to acknowledge that the Lord is 
good, and that His mercy endureth for ever. 

Under God we owe the King’s recovery 
to the patient and highly organised applica- 
tion of the best medical and surgical skill and 
knowledge that were to be had. These things 
were at his service, because no expense was 
Ie to save his precious life. It is the

SERMON BY THE BISHOP OF 
CASHEL. 


A large congregation was present yesterday 
morning in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, 
for the Service of Thanksgiving for the 
King’s recovery from his recent ilness. The 
choir and clergy ®@ntered singing the pro- 
cessional hymn, “ All péaple that on earth do 
dwell.’ The Service was according to the 
form approved by the Archbishops in Ireland. 
The hymn during the collection, which was 
for the Dublin Fospital Sunday Fund, was 
eaven.”’ 

The sermon was preached by the Right 
Rev. Dr Miller, Bishop of Cashel, who took 
for his text Psalm 72, verse 1—“ Give the 
King Thy judgments, 0 God, and Thy 
righteousness unto the King’s son.” At this 
Service, the preacher said, our thoughts turn 
without effort towards the one subject, and 
we ask ourselves why it is that interest, 
bai and intense, should be centred upon 
it? King has passed through a very 
serious illness; hé is now in good health, 
restored again to vigour and usefulness. The 
nation, the Empire are uniting to-day in one 
general thanksgiving to God. Why! The 
answer is not simple. It involves an appre- 
ciation of what is most important. in lie a 
vision of that which underlies not only 
naticnal purposes, bat also sees with clear- 
ness those peinetetes which produce content- 
ment and hopeful appreciation an the hearts 
of the people who are the subjects of the 


Empire. 
THE PEOPLE’S VOICE. 

To any reader of history it is apparent 
that there is no permanent form of: govern- 
ment. The principle of the Divine fight of 
kitigs has come and gone. With the spread 
of education there has arisen the belief that, 
whether in Church or State, have a 
right to choose what form of institution they 
shall live under. Looking at the nations of 
the world to-day, who shall say that in 

ing a in the -British Common- 
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holds his high position a mail right of 
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‘What a marked contrast Great Britain and 
the Commonwealth of Natiéns present, to-day. 
Great Britain has always been a standing 
testimony to the value which is attached to 
the sanctity of domestic life as the essential 
basis upon which all its life depends. The 
thoughts and affections of the subjects of the 
Kingdom and Empire cling round the word 
home. They rejoice to know that the King 
sets his subjects a noble example in that 
most beautiful preneeian of man upon this 
earth—a happy home. 

SYMBOL OF UNION. 

The position of the. King in relation to 
the Empire and the Commonwealth is futrher 
emphasised when we bring into mind the 
condition of Europe before and after the 
Great War. Cross the Continent to-day and 
you will see the tearing-asunder, destructive 
effect of war upon those mighty countries. 
Proud empires are crushed and broken, their 
rulers willingly deserted by their subjects, 
left without. love, loyalty or respect. We 
look out from home to Great Britain and the 
Empire, the Commonwealth of Nations, and 
we see a harmoniuos whole. A common 
danger has brought them together. To-day 
amongst the British Commonwealth of Nations 
His Majesty the King is the symbol of union, 
and we believe that it is because of the 
justice, truth and righteousness which centre 
round the home and the cduntry of our sing 
that the union exists. 

Common interests, it is true. are binding 
the Commonwealth more closely every day, 
but without the confidenre which high moral» 
tone imparts we believe that such a union 
would be neither firm nor permanent. When 
the Treaty was signed between Great Britain 
and Irelznd we accepted the new conditions 
and prepared ourselves with the utmost 
loyalty to further the interests of our country 
as a member of the Commonwealth oí 
Nations. We have done what we could, and 
shall continue to do so. . We. do not claim 
any particular credit for our action. It was 
and is our plain duty to respect the law, 
and for that reason we do not and we will 
not show sympathy with any attempt to 
evade the spirit of thé agreed conditions. 

Therefore, on this day on which we return 
thanks to God for His mercy in giving us 
back our King restored to health, we say 
with the utmost sincerity that. we regard it 
as one of our highest privileges to be closely 
associated with Great Britain as the chief 
member of the Commonwealth of Nations. 
Such a union presupposes that in every 
country composing it there shall be the same 
toleration, the same freedom to worship in 
the way in which reason and conscience 
approve, the same willingness to admit loyal 
subjects to share in public work, as in 
accordance with the permanent policy 
prevailing in’ the chief country Sí the 
Commonwealth. 

THE DAY'S MESSAGE, 

On this day our attention is directed 
towards the final aim before mankind—the 
destruction of sin in the human heart, and 
the gradual formation ofa character modelled 
according to the example of the perfect 
Christ. Our duty is to seek that which is 
holiest and “et in the company of Him 
Whom we have truly called the rfect 
Shrist, Duty to King and country is best 
fulfilled when it follows upon full recognition 
of what we owe to the love God revealed 
through His Son. 
his is the burden of the message which is 
sent to us in the Collect, Epistle and Gospel 
for this day’s Service—the necessity for 
seeking the love and power of God so that: 
the very thoughts of our hearts may be 
cleansed from sin; and there is a warning 
given to leaders and members of religious 
institutions that their regard for external 
observance is not in any way an equivalent 
for the love and confidence which enables a 
contrite sinner to cling to the Divine. There 
is no royal road into the Kingdom towards 
which we all look forward. King or peasant 
must walk the narrow way of. duty which 
leads to the blessed land | 
‘Kings holds eternal sway. 

Yor this reason we join in the prayer of 
the text—‘‘ Give the ; ing Thy judgments, 
0 God, and Thy righteousness unto the 
King’s Son.” It is a prayer that our King 
may be so endued with the knowledge of the 
laws of God and with the spirit of His 
righteousness, that the nations of the earth 
may recognise the supremacy of His moral 
sway. In that spirit and with unshakeable 
faith in the proud destiny of the British 
Commonyealth of Nations we stand in this 
holy place and say—God save the King.

resentative of the national traditions, 
it would still be our duty to say “ God Save 
the King.” Happily, no scruples on this 
score trouble us. Not as a & L or 
representative do we think to-day of our 
King, though we do not forget that he 
stands to us in this relationship, but as a 
man. We watched him as a man in the 
long and gallant struggle he made against 
sickness. We rejoice with him to-day, when, 
as a man, he goes to God’s House and pros- 
trates himself before the King of Kings in 
thankfulness for his restoration to health. 

The British Throne had defied the 
cataclysm which broke up mighty Empires 
and laid low ancient crowns, and is now 
more securely based than it was. nineteen 
years ago in the affections aed wills 
of the people. This is largely due to 
the King himself, to his devotion to duty and 
to his tireless study to preserve the people 
committed to his charge in wealth, peace and 
godliness. A democratic Government does 
not, indeed, afford a King the opportunities of 
-directing national policy in, the ways open to 
an absolute monarch ; but these words written 
of an absolute monarch in far-off days might 
filly’ be applied to King George: “ The 
ruler’s duty is not light, bat laborious, and 
full not of ease and leisure, but of toil and 
care.” Government must always be a burden 
to a man who takes his responsibility 
seriously, and makes it a matter of con- 
science; and not the least of the services our 
King has rendered his country is that be has 
illustrated upon the throne of this land the 
true idea of kingship—that a King should 
reign, not for his own pleasure, but for the 
welfare of his people. 

His Majesty might plead by his word and 
example for the sick and suffering in the past; 
but he knew now by his own experience what 
it was to go down to the gates of death, see 
them open, and just as he was about to enter 
be dragged back by the skill of the doctor, 
the care of the nurse, and; above all, the 
blessing of God. It was characteristic of 
him that he should mark his recovery from 
his illness, and desire us t6 mark it, by 
making an effort to put within the means of 
all who need them the wonderful resources ot 
medical and surgical science, divided equally 
between the Building Funds of the Maternity 
and Children’s Hospitals. They say that 
money talks. Let purse then join with heart 
and voice in saying, “ God Save the King." 

In conclusion, the Dean intimated that he

Thanksgiving. 

Special Services were held yesterday in 
Westminster Abbey and in thousands of 
less famous churches throughout the 
Empire. They were held “in thanks- 
giving to Almighty God for His good 
Providericé whereby our Most Gracious 
Sovereign has been delivered from severe 
illness to the comfort of the whole Realm, 
and for the signal love and loyalty of his 
people made manifest in the time of 
trouble.” The Abbey Service, which the 
King and Queen attended, was unique in 
the records of a temple that is half as old 
as English history. There, at fateful 
moments, a long succession. of English 
monarchs has laid its joys and. sorrows, 
its triumphs and defeats, before God ; but 
yesterday, for the first time, the King’s 
people were admitted on equal terms with 
the King. Thus the Service symbolised 
the very essence of the spirit: in which 
the whole British Commonwealth ex- 
pressed- its reverent thanks. Preaching 
yesterday at the thronged Service in St. 
Patrick s Cathedral, the: Archbishop of 
Dublin described the steady process by 
which, in Ireland as elsewhere, loyalty to 
the King’s throne has been -strengthened 
by affection for its tenant. Loyalty to the 
throne is a duty. Affection is a matter of 
the beart—a prize that no man, king or 
commoner, can command or buy. There 
can be no fear that*his people’s present 
tributes ‘to. King George. will seem. to 
posterity as artificial as the Grub street 
dedications of former centuries now seem 
to us. The causes of His Majesty's 
popularity are writ large upon the story 
of his time, and are confirmed by a cloud 
of ‘foreign witnesses. They are found in 
his quiet patriotism, in his devotion ‘to 
the Empire’s highest ideals, in his‘self- 
sacrifice, in a simplicity which, because. it 
is utterly sincere, has not impaired, but 
rather has enhanced, the- dignity of his 
tremendous office. The King’s unreniitting 
toil and unfaltering faith were an inspira- 
tion to his Empire during the Great War. 
His courage helped it to face the tasks of 
reconstruction. His tact and sympathy 
were important aids to the settlement of 
domestic quarrels. When. his grave illness 
came—the result, perbaps, of the strain 
of fifteen critical years—he had his reward 
in -his Empire's spontaneous outburst of 
sorrow. There is, we think, no precedent in 
history for the hushed suspense with 
which hundreds of millions in five con- 
tinents watched, as it were; by the King’s 
bedside. ' We'até sure that there is no pre- 
‘eedent, for the profoundly. human, yet 
‘finely’ royal, message in which, the danger 
passed, be told them how their love was 
valued and returned. Then came an 
anxious relapse, then the complete 
recovery; and now the’ thanksgivings which 
‘have bound His Majesty’s vast dominions 
“by gold chains. about the feet of God." 
We rejoice that Ireland's voice was not the

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jc) ct American Tariffs ... -. 

| “The reported intention of* the, United 
States Government to revise its: taniff 
laws in such a way as to increase 
the import duties on goods from ‘Europe 
has caused much comment on the 
Continent.. Since the beginning of the 
present century the tendency in ‘the 
Dnited States has been to add brick upon

: President Hoover's | 
apparently is. not satished ‘with ‘the 
progress‘ that has béen made, It is 
anxious to restrict still further the import 
of goods from other countries at a time 
when every manufacturer in the United 
States is striving to flood Europe and the 
rest of the World with his products. - 

When the International Chamber of 
Commerce meets, this week, at Amster- 
dam for its fifth biennial Congress the 
problem of United States tariffs is likely 
to be discussed at some length. Virtually 
all the countries of Europe are concerned 
in this matter to a greater or less extent. 
They all export goods to the United 
States, and all are trying to increase 
their external trade in order to rectify 
adverse balances athome. While Americon 
exports to Europe have been multiplying, 
Europe's sales to the United States have 
been on the decline; and now, if the 
United States tariffs are increased again, 
some European countries will be hit very 
severely, In the circumstances, con- 
tinental business men have been dis- 
cussing the possibility of retaliation. In 
France especially the desire to protect 
the home market against the American in- 
vasion is very strong, and concrete 
proposals already have becn made. It 
is suggested that the manufacturing 


nations of Europe should establish some 


kind of working arrangement by means of 
which trade between them might be en- 
couraged and purchases from the United 
States might be decreased. On the analogy 
of the complete freedom of trade between 
the many States of the Union, the French 
advocate a kind of United States of 
Europe in the economic sense. They believe 
that by co-operation the peoples of the old 
world. might. be able to reduce, if not to 
nullify, the serious effects on Europe’s 
trade of an ever-increasing tariff. 

One of the most fruitful causes of 
social unrest in Europe since the war has 
been the almost insane attempts of tho 
smaller States to surround themselves 
with tariff. walls. While this condition 
of affairs exists there can be no hope of a 


‘successful defence against the economic 


aggression of the United States. It is 
high time,. therefore, that something 
should be done to remedy it. We do not 
believe that economic uhity will be 
possible on the Continent during the 
present century; but we think that a 
“most favoured nation’’ arrangement 
might be made which would stimulate the 
peoples to buy one another’s goods in 
preference to the products of the United 
States, and thus would help to redress the 
condition of unstable equilibrium which 
has been caused ‘by the growing activities 
of American exporters. Not only Europe, 
but the whole British Empire is being 
threatened by the intense competition of 
American business men, and there seems 
to be no reason why the French idea 
should not be applied with success to the 
Commonwealth. At present one Dominion 
raises. tariff walls against another, and 
all raise them against the mother country. 
The case of the Irish Free State and 
England is notorious. The young Dominion 
insists on the imposition of tariffs against 
its immediate neighbours, although all 
its interests demand that there shall be 
no such restrictions on Anglo-Irish trade. 
What is true of England and the Free 
State is true in a more limited degree 
of England and all the other Dominions. 
Yet, with a little intelligent organisation, 
the British Empire might be made an 
economic unit, stronger than all the rest 


.of the world combined. 


Witch Doctors. 


We are accustomed to performances of 
Shakespeare’s plays in modern attire, but 
the idea of an ingomboco conducted by 
witch doctors in European clothes and 
stiff collars is somewhat startling. It 
seems, however, that the medicine men 
of South Africa, whose profession 
ordinarily is forbidden by law, have 
banded themselves together into a union 
for the public exhibition of their rites. 
According to the Special Correspondent of 
the Observer, a demonstration was given 
recently by the Witch Doctors’ Union in 
the Rand before a large audience of natives. 
Bones were thrown and the significance 
of their various permutations was ex- 
plained. The “star turn” was provided 
by a witch doctor with a divining rod, 
who “smelt out” a “Mr. Williams” in 
spite of the fact that he had given a false 
name. We are told that the excitement 
of the native audience became intense 
when the president began to throw the 
bones. The introduction of European 
ideas has done little to abate belief in 
the power of the medicine man. This faith 
is not surprising when we remember that 
for centuries the witch doctor’s kraal has 
been the paramount: influence in Bantu 
society. His “magic”? was invoked to 
heal the sick, to discover lost cattle, to 
ensute a good harvest or to amend the 
tempers of. shrewish wives. Native 
potentates like Chaka used the witch 
doctors as a sort of detective investigation 
department, and the annual “ smellings 
out” resulted in a holocaust of the dis- 
affected. So great did their influence on 
the public mind become that even Chaka 
was compelled to use subterfuge for their 
undoing.. Summoning a vast ingomboco, to

was bidden, he pointed to a mark on the 
door of his but, made by himielf, and 
demanded that all who had contrived this 
horror should be “smelt out.” Hundreds 
were set apart for slaughter by the witch 
doctors, but only one young man had the 
courage to “smell out” the king.

This is seen 
to be no small feat when we consider that 
the usual habit for many years had been 
to absorb Budget deficits into the floating 
debt. Much also has been done to main- 
tain and repair the roads and bridges, and 
efforts have been made to develop 
Portugal’s Colonial Empire in a liberal 
fashion. Changes of Ministry have been 
frequent in recent years, but the fall of 
Colonel Freitas’s Government will be 
regretted by all good citizens. There is 
comfort, however, in the fact that General 
Carmona remains at the helm. The imme- 
diate future of her ancient ally will be 
watched with sympathetic interest in 
England, whose friendly commercial 
relations with Portugal date from the 
reign of Alfonso IV, At Aljubarrota, on 
the lines of the Torres Vedras, and in the 
trenches of Picardy and Flanders, Eng- 
land. and Portugal have fought one 
anotiier’s battles; and it is hard-to-day to 
estimate the extent to which the Eliza- 
bethan explorers were indebted to the 
pioneer work of Prince Henry the 
plevigator. Portugal has been passing 
or some time through one of those lean 
periods that befall most countries, but 
there are indications that better days lie 
ahead.

SIR BERRY CUSACK-SMITH. 


Bir Thomas Berry Cusack-Smith, Bart., 
K.C.M.G., formerly British Consul in Samoa 
and Deputy Commissioner for the Western 
Pacific, died at his home, Copdale Court, 
Horsham, Sussex, yesterday in his seventy- 
first year. 

Sir Berry was the fifth holder of a 
baronetcy (of Newton, King’s County) con- 
ferred in 1799 on the Right Hon. Sir Michael 
Smith, who sat for ten years in the Irish 
Parliament, was Baron of the Exchequer in 
Ireland, and subsequently the First Judicial 
Master of the Rolls. The second Baronet was 
also a Baron of the Exchequer in Ireland. 

Sir Berry. was the eldest son of the late 
William Robert Lucas Cusack-Smith, grand- 
son of the second Baronet, and was born in 
Dublin. He was appointed British Consul 
of.Samoa and Deputy Commissioner for the 
Western Pacific in 1890; also Deputy Com- 
missioner for Tokelau Islands and Acting 
British Resident, 1892, and also Special 
Judicial Commissioner, 1893. He acted 
jointly with German and American Consuls 
as adviser to the King of Samoa, and was 
Receiver and. Custedian of Revenues of 
Samoa and President of the Municipality of 
Apia, 1893-97. 

‘Sir Berry, who-was created K.C.M.G. in 
1898,- and succeeded his cousin in the 
baronetcy in 1919, was in Samoa at a most 
interesting period in the history of thos 
islands. idh 

In 1889, just, prior to Sir Derry s — 
ment, a conference had been held at Berlin 
between representatives of Great Britain, 
Germany and the United States, who 
recognised the independence of the Samoan 
Government and made provision for a 
Supreme Court of Justice. In 1895, however, 
disputes arose between the King Malietoa and 
Mataafa, who had previously held the throne, 
with Malietoa as Vice-King. Fighting began, 
but was stopped by foreign warships. 
Mataafa was subdued and transported. Early 
in the following year there was a rebellion 
against King Malietoa, but it was suppressed. 
Later there was a civil war, which was 
brought to an end through foreign influence. 
Subsequently, in the same vear, there was 
an insurrection in Atua. British and German 
warships intervened. The rebel strongholds 
were hombarded, and the rebels ultimately 
surrendered. 

In this year (1894) Robert Louis Stevenson, 
who had made his home in Samoa for some 
years, died at Apia at his home, Vailima, 
aged forty-four. Stevenson devoted much at- 
tention to local politics. and in 1892 wrote the 
** Footnote to History ” on the subject. 

On leaving Samoa Sir Be:ry Cusack-Smith 
became British Consul-General in Chile. He 
retired in 1905. He was married twice. firstly 
to Winifred (who died in 1894), daughter of 
the Rev. John Whitaker-Maitland. of Lough- 
ton Hall, Essex, and secon Jlv in 1905 to Jane, 
only daughter of the late Mr. Joshua Jones, 
of London. 

He is succeeded by his onl: son. William 


Robert Dermot Joshua, born in 1907. 


‘MR. EDMUND W. EYRE. 


: The death occurred at White Cross, 
Stilorgan, County Dublin, yesterday, of Mr 
Edmund W. Eyre, at the age of 73. 

_ Mr, Edmund W. Eyre had a long and 
interesting career as an official of the Dublin 
Corporation. He entered its service as far 
back as January, 1875, and by his ability 
and conscientious application to his clerical 
duties he quickly progressed towards promo- 
tion, and in his early official life he became 
principal clerk in the City Treasurer's office. 
In 1851 he was appointed secretary to the old 
‘Finance and Leases’? Committee, ana in 
1895 he was appointed by the Council as City 
Treasurer, 

In his capacity as City Treasurer he ren- 
dered valuable services to the Corporation, 
and carried out, in a patient and able way, 
the heavy financial work connected with 
schemes put forward” by the Council for the 
acquisition of ‘land and the building of 
artizans’ dwellings... He was. like other offi- 
eials, embarrassed by the difficulties arising 
from the recognition of the Local Government. 
Board as conflicting with official allegiance to 
to Dail Eireann Local Government Depart- 
ment. Mr. Eyre suffered in health before his 
retirement, and his illness became so pro- 
longed that his relinquishing of office became 
inevitable sooner than he anticipated, and in 
April, 1921, after a Jong service of forty- 
seven years, and at the age of about 65, he 
resigned his position as City Treasurer. 

Mr. Eyre won the affection of his colleagues 
of the Corporation staff, and, in addition, he 
nossessed the confidence and esteem of the 
citizens, a fact. that was demonstrated by a 
public testimonial which was presented to 
him after his retirement.

One of the st of the crowds 
was round the Abbey, where, at ten 
o'clock, a quene nearly a quartcr of a 
mile long, composed of le who vainly 
hoped to get into the building, was wait- 
ing. This queue was started at mydnight, 
when nearly one hundred people ‘Wook up 
positions im order to certain of 
entrance. At six o'clock this morning 
there were nearly one thousand people 
waiting—nearl~ enough to fill all the 
available seats in the nave. 


The King's Progress. 

The simplicity of the King’s progress 
to Westminster was noteworthy; for the 
procession consisted only of two landaus, 
preceded by a couple of mounted grooms 
in scarlet coats, There was no mounted 
escort of Life Guards, no military bands 
along the route—simply a lady and 
peentliaided going to church in the most 
unaffected . manner. The King, looking 
bronzed and well, though rather thinner 
in the face, beamed upon the people as 
he passed, keeping his hat raised nearly 
all the time. When the King and Queen 
left the Abbey they were accompanied in 
their carriage by the Prince of Wales, 
who talked in the most animated manner 
to the Queen, while the King continued 
his acknowledgments to the people. The 
Duke and Duchess of York and the other 
members of the Reyal Family followed 
almost unnoticed in the excitemen§ 
attendant on the passing of the King. 


The Sategvarding Issue. 


The Government will be faced. on 
Tuesday with its first important. division 
on a big political question, when the 
official Conservative amendment on saíe- 
guarding will be put to the vote. ~The 
Government Whips, however, are not dis- 
mayed at the prospect ; foron this question 
they are assured of the support of the 
Liberals. The amendment is to be moved 
by Sir Philip Cunliffe Lister, late Presi- 
deit of the Board of~ Trade, -and’ it is 
expected that the ensuing debate will be 
very interesting. It is virtwally certain 
that there will be no addition to the safe- 
guarding duties by the present Govern- 
ment, but the future of those already in 
existence is ndt $o certain; for, while the 
Government would like to scrap them, if it 
could, it fears the outcry and the loss of 
employment which would certainly follow. 
It is probable, therefore, that all the safe- 
guarding duties now in existence will be 
allowed to run their full term, the first— 
lace and embroidery—coming to an end in 
July of next year; and the last—enamelled 
hollow ware—in June, 1935.

‘Irish Roses. 


At the National Rose Show yesterday, in 
the tent for new seedling roses, “ Aureate, 
the Irish rose shown by Messrs. Alexander 
‘Dickson and Sons, Ltd., secured a gold 
medal; and “Gladys Benskin,”’ shown by 
the same firm, secured a similar award.

hybrid tea with yellow blooms. Messrs. 
Dickson also won the championship for a 
representative group of cut roses in 4 
space of forty feet by four feet. This was 
a most gorgeous display of splendid 
blooms. Messrs. S, MacGreedy, Porta- 
down, were also successful in securing an 
award for a new rose. 


The New Zealand Navy. 


There is no foundation for the recen’ 
reports to the effect that the New Zealand 
Navy is to be abolished, and it is stated 
authoritatively that the Government has 
no intention of changing its policy with 
regard to sea defence. The New Zealand 
cruisers Dunedin and Diomede will arrive 
in this country later im the year for 
extensive overhaul, and the Admiralty '5 
to be approached concerning the traininzZ 
of the surplus ratings of the New Zealand 
Naval Division. In-order to give them 
wider experience it is proposed that the 
ratings shall be temporarily attached to 
the Royal Navy, and it is expected that 
some will augment the crews of the ships 
on the China station and that others will 
receive their training with the. Medi- 
terranean Fleet. 

Empire Timber. 

The British Empire possesses enormous 
and well-varicd timber resources, but the 
United .Kingdom imports only am in- 
significant ‘quantity from its overseas 
Dominions. Something like ninety ‘per 
« *, of its requirements: come from 
foreign countries. Canada, the best 
forested area in the Empire, has for years 
sent: large supplies of hewn hardwood, 
while great shipments of teak and maho- 
gany have come from India and “West 
Africa. In sawn wood, however, and 
\..c1 used for cabinet and furnishing 
work, which have such a widespread use 
in this country, there is a very large field 
to be covered by Empire sources of 
s-pply. Attention is fiow drawn to what 
might be done to encourage the use of 
Empire ti. bers at home, and the Empire 
Marketing Board has offered to provide 
funds to enable research work -to be 
undertaken at the Forest Products 
Research Station, and otherwise to give 
publicity to the possibilities. 


The Trades’ Union Congress.

THE PEOPLE GREET THEIR KING.|

The clouds in a sullen sky parted, and. 


released a flood of sunshine to greet the 
King to-day as. he set out in an open 
carriage from Buckingham Palace to West- 
minster Abbey, to attend the Service of 
Thanksgiving for his recovery. Looking 
strong and well again, he smiled with 
delight at the acclamations that burst 
from the crovds around the Palace. 
A spruce, bare-headed figure, in morning 
dress, the King wore a white-carnation in 
his button hole, and. his silk hat was 
raised in acknowledgment of the whole- 
hearted demonstration of loyalty. . Beside 
him sat the Queen, in. a shimmering 
opalescent cloak and.a hat of the palest 
mauve silk, and opposite. to them the 
Prince of Wales sat upright and. alert, 
looking over the sea of waving bands and 
hats; 
Before the King’s appearance there had 
been numerous arrivals at, and departures 
from, the Palace. Cheers greeted -the 
Prince of Wales as he drove in from York 
House in a closed car, and mofe were 
raised for the Duke and Duchess of York. 
Phincess Victoria and Prince George 
drove out together from the Palace, and 
Princess Mary and Viscount Lascelles 
arrived, to remain only a few minutes 
before driving off again. 

A closed Jandau drew up at the Privy 
Purse door, and into it stepped the four 
nurses who attended the King during bis 
illness—Sister Black, who is still resident 
at the Palace; Sister Purdie, Sister Davis 
and Sister Gordon. Men raised their hats 
and women fluttered handkerchiefs as the 
carriage passed out through the crowds. 

s A JOYOUS GREETING. 

At length -the gates of the Garden 
*ntrance at the extreme north of the 
swung. open. Two open 
haréuches, each with a scarlet and gold 
liveried coachman and footman on the 
box, drove out. In the first were the King 
and Queen and the Prince of Wales, and 
in the second Lady Ampthill, -Lady-in- 
Waiting; Sir Bryan Godfrey-Faussett, 
Equerry-in-Waiting ; 
Lord-in-Waiting; and Major the Hon. H. 
F. Molyneux, Groom-in-Waiting. A great 
crowd had gathered early in Whitehall, 
and as the King’s carriage came in sight 
there were cries of: ‘‘ Here comes the 
King, God bless him.” Smiling, the King 
bowed again and again. Joy was on the

crowd’s greeting. 

By nine o’clock there was a long queue, 
six deep, at the , Western door of the 
Abbey.

ASSORTMENT OF POTTERY. 

A complete inventory was not made of 
the third tomb, which belongs to the 
early Iron Age, from 1200 to 800 B.C.., 
but it contains an uncommonly rich 
assortment of pottery of that . period, 
including over fifty whole saucer ]amps, 
scores of black jugs with loop handles, in 
which oil or some other substances con- 
sidered beneficial for the dead had been 
deposited. There were also about thirty 
bowls of all sizes, some of them beaut 
fully burnished. 

One jug is regarded as unique. It is 
beehive shaped, and incised with spiral 
ornamentation, with a short neck and ‘a 
mouth simulating a doorway for the bees. 
Another is swan shaped, with a long neck, 
surmounted by a small mouth with 
pinched lips, the top being painted with 
something like the outline of wings. This 
jug probably had been influenced by ancient 
Cypriote art. There were also scores of 
Amphoras,. pitchers, saucers, ‘strainers, 
and chalices of other shapes. . .This is 
much the largest tomb group hitherto 
found here. |

FASTEST ROUND CORNERS. 

' The car is very low slung, and has 
only a six-inch ground clearance, and, in 
addition, the weight distribution has been 
altered so as to give the car a very low 
centre of gravity. The front wheels have 
been fitted with special anti-skid tyres. 

“The effect of all these improvements 
is to enable the car to take corners at a 


‘very great speed, prebably faster than 


any other car entered in that race.” 

The cars are painted a royal blue, and 
have very pleasing lines. ; : 
It is thought that the fight for honours 
in the first day’s race will be between the 
Rileys and the Lea Francis cars. In the 
matter of speed the cars are nearly equal, 
but t..e Lea Francis have slightly better 
acceleration. on account. of their being 
equipped with superchargers.

free of charge. That agreement never had 
been ratified later by the British Government 
or the Free State Government. They would 
hotd phe land: atinhities unless England could 
prove before ‘an impaftial tribunal that they 
were entitled to them. ; 

Mr. Hogan was responsible íor a Land Act, 
and in Section 12 of that Act Mr. Hogan 
imserted a clause setting forth that the land 
annuities should be paid to England. If they 
retained the annuities, which amounted to 
£3,000,000 a year, they could wipe ovt the 
rates on agricultural land, and have a million 
to spare, which could go to forward Irish 
industries. | 

Dr. J. Ryan, T.D., also held that Ireland 
was not responsible to England for the 
annuities, 

Referring to the Shannon scheme, Dr. Ryan 
said that cement was the one article mostly 
used in its construction, and all that was 
imported, and no ene raised the question of 
having Irish cement used.

OVER 150 MILES AN HOUR. 

His average speed was 150.3 miles an hour. 

Atcherley, who was the first pilot to fly to 
India in a light aeroplane, had with him as 
navigator on Saturday another member of the 
Schneider Cup team, Flight Lieutenant 
Stainforth. 

All day Atcherley battled against odds. 
The contest was desperately keen, and he re- 
corded some brilliant times. He took oniy 
twenty-nine minutes forty-one seconds to 
cover ninety-one and a half miles between New- 
castle and Leeds, although arriving seventh. 
He reached Birmingham sixth, 
twelve minutes after Captain T. N. Stack, 
who had led the field all day. Desperatety 
he struggled for the lead, and a few miles 
from the winning post he got to the front for 
the first time. His victory was a trtumph. ot 
judgment and flying skill. 

FINE PERFORMANCES. 

Captain Stack, who led in his Cirrus Moth 
at. the end of the first day, was in front trom 
Renfrew to Birmingham. He pat on a sug- 
den spurt when fiying around Scotland, 
actually covering the 144 miles from. Renfrew 
to Newcastle im sixty-nine minutes. This m 
the face of a strong wind for part of tite 
journey was a fine performance, but better 
still was to come. 

From Newcastle to Leeds, a distance of 
ninety-one and a half miles, Stack flew in 
thirty-six minutes. The wind had veered 
round, and conditions favoured the fliers. 
Then he followed his successful path to 
Birmingham, though then only a few seconds 
in front of Lieutenant Richardson. His defeat 
was the surprise of the race. 

Captain Stack explained afterwards how be 
failed. ‘‘I-had rather bad luck, but it is all 
in the game. I developed engine trouble 
when I wsa going strong, end had to come 
down near Bicester, where I filled up with 
oil, end that, I knew, knocked me out of the 
race, 

NAVAL OFFICER'S FLIGHT. | 

Lieutenant Richardson, the naval man. in a 
Cirrus Moth, put up one of the most valiant 
of the efforts in the competition, He kept 
close in the wake of Captain Stack throughout 
the day. Once he led by nearly ten minutes, 
but was not equal to the challenge of the 
heavier machines. He said afterwards :— 
“‘ Natarally, I am rather disappointed, but it 
was s áine race. Yes, it was my own idea 
to enter for the King’s Cup. It is a private 
enterprise of mine.” 3 ! 

Lieutenant Richardson wins the Siddeley 
truphy for light aeroplanes, which was offered 
in connection with the King’s Cup. 

Captain W. L. Hope (Gipsy Moth); winner 
of the King’s Cup in 1927 and 1928, did well 
to finish third. He kept behind Stack and 
Richardson most of the day, but nearly’ over- 
took them. at Birmingham. His handicap, 
however, proved too much for him. 

A. 8. Butler (Gypsy Moth), who ended 
fourth, was at one time pas by his wife 
fiving a Gypsy Moth he had lent her, but 
he overtock be and went ahead in fine style. 

Mrs. Butler, who was one of the thiee 
women competing in the race, has only held 
a pilot’s licence for a month. ‘‘It was a 
truly thrilling experience,” she said after- 
wards; “I would not have missed it for 
worlds. The weather was pretty bad, 
especially on the first day when it was 
bumpy. if anything the race has made me 
even fonder of flying. I am rather tired 
aiter so long at the joy stick, but I shall feel 
fine after a rest.” 

This was the first time that husband and 
wife had iiown separate machines in an air 
race. 

Flight-Lieutenant Atcherley wins the Cup, 
also a special £100 prize, presented by Sir 
Charles Wakefield for the entrant of the 
aircraft which completed the course in the 
fastest time. 

CROWD UPSET PLANE, 

There was an unfortunate incident as 
Atcherley’s machine was being brought into 
the hangars. The crowd was so enthusiastic 
that they handled it roughly and the machine 
turned up on its nose as it reached the 
concrete stretch in front of the aerodrome. 
Petrol poured from the tank, but no serious 
damage was done. 

Twenty-nine competitors were left in the 
race when the last laps from Blackpool began, 
but four soon dropped out. They were :— 
Flying Officer A. H: Wheeler (Wolseley 
Vigoss, gave up; Mr. H. R. Law (Cirrus

Bruce (Cirrus Spartan), gave up, and V. N.

ITHE EIGHT HOURS ACT. 


MR. COOK AND LABOUR’S 
PLEDGE. 


Mr. A. J. Cook, speaking at Yarmouth 
yesterday, said that time would unfold the 
real meaning of the King’s Speech. He was 
not satisfied, however, and was in a hurry. 
Among other things, he wanted the repeal of 
the Eight Hours Act. A minimum wage, a 
national agreement, compensation at pre- 
accident earnings, adequate pensions at sixty, 
and the raising of the age from fourteen to 
sixteen on entering the mine. 

“I believe a Labour Government will 
secure this, because they know that is the 
least our people expect. But impatient as we 
are of the sufferings of our people we must 
give our comrades time. We have been 
too, patient with Tories, Liberals and 
Capitalism. 

““As trade union leaders we will not 
jeopardise our trade unions—we = shall 
strengthen them to meet the greatest task of 
all: the building and creating of a new 
Socialist order of society. 

““We must carry on our propaganda for 
Socialism and internationalism. 

“Some of the Cabinet Ministers have de- 
clared that we should not ask more from 
Labour than the last Government. We shall 
not ask less, and we expect, as do all the 
workers, far more. The mine-workers \do 
expect the pledge to repeal the Eight Hours 
Act in the first session to be honoured.”

PASTURES AND LIVE 
STOCK. 


Pastures, especially those that had received 
suitable dressings of artificial manures, made 
rapid improvement under the influence of the 
moist, warm weather which ro during 
the greater part of June, and at the close oí 
the month were ni bn an abundant cover- 
ing of grass of excellent quality, a noticeable 
feature in every district being the heavy 
rowth of white clover. The lighter aud 
igher lands, in areas like Counties Clare. 
and Limerick and. the Southern part of 
County Galway, and generally in the more 
exposed parts of the country, suffered durin 

the dry spell at the end oi the month, an 

in many places became hed and brown. 
In County Clare the drought was causing 
some inconvenience at the end of the month, 
and cattle were being driven long distances 


to water. 
CASES OF MURRAIN. . 

Live stock were healthy, and in better 
condition generally than at the corresponding 
period last year. Some cases of murrain 
were reported, but the disease was not wide- 
spread, and the number of fatal cases was 
relatively small. Milch cows were reported 
from almost every district to be in good 
thriving condition, and to be giving improved 
milk yields. All classes of sheep did well 
during the month. Considerable numbers of 
fat cattle were sold for beef off the better 
class pastures during the closing days of the 


month. 
id pn art n- há 
Haymakin an durin e last week o 
June; and by tee end of the month the bulk 
of the first and second crop of hay was saved 
and in cocks, and in some districts a begin- 
ning had been made with the cutting of 
meadows. Except on high and light uplands, 
whore the cuttings were thin owing to the 
effects of the drought, the crop was generally 
fairly heavy and of excellent quality. Old 
meadows looked well, and gave promise of a 
heavy yield, especially where they had not 
been over-grazed at the veginning of the 
season. ‘The good results arising from appli- 
cations of phdenhiatie marures to meadow 
lands are very noticeable this year. On the 
whole, it is anticipated that the gona of all 
classes of hay will be fairly well up to the 


average. 
CEREALS. . 

All grain crops did well during the month. 
Wheat made excellent progress. Winter 
wheat eared out well, and spring sown wheat 
brairded evenly in most districts, although 
thin in some others. The varieties, | 
Stettin, Yeoman II., and Queen Wilhelmina, 
Squarehead Master and White Standup, ap- 
pear to have done well generally, although 
in West Cork the first three named made 
more vigorous growth than any other variety. 
Oats also did well, and are promising a heavy 
crop. Barley made good progress, and, so 
far, is an excellent crop, save that the straw 
is heavy, and the crop, therefore, so thick 
that it is feared the ears may be short. 
Charlock (or Preshaugh) was prevalent every- 
where but in an increased number of districts 
spraying was applied, with good results. . 

Wire worm was in evidence in many dis- 
tricts, and in other districts the grub did 
much harm. On the whole, the prospects for 
the cereal crop are promising, although should 
heavy rains occur the weight of the straw 
will probably lead to serious “‘ lodging.” All 
indications at present point to an early 
harvest. 

The area under flax is smaller than in the 
previous year. The crop made good progress 
during the month and is now looking well. 
Up to the present “ firing’’ has been com- 


pletely absent.

The potato cro e rapid growth during 
June. PThe Ed of first earlies was 
virtually completed by the end of the month. 
In the Youghal area the yield was scarcely up 
to the average. Prices opened around 16s. 
per ewt., and fell to around 10s. at the close 
of the month. Much of the crop was ex- 
ported to cross-Channel centres during the 
period of high prices, but later home markets 
proved more attractive. Maincrop potatoes 
generally are reported to be doing well. The 
Department circulated warnings through the 
Press, by posters, and also through the 
courtesy of the Post Office Department, by 
means of the wireless broadcast, urging 
farmers to spray all potato crops frequently 
as a preventive of blight, and to begin spray- 
ing as early as possible. Reports to hand 
indicate that the warnings were generally 
acted upon, and that additional numbers of 
spraying machines were purchased. In the 
majority of districts the greater part of the 
crop has been sprayed, in some cases several 
times, while in others much remains to be 


done. 
BLIGHT. 

Blight appeared in different parts of the 
country, but up to the close of the month it 
was being kept well in check by these pre- 
cautionary measures, which were more widely 
adopted than in previous years. There is no 
danger that the dante will make any serious 
headway save in districts where spraying is 
neglected, The marketing of last year’s main- 
crop was virtually completed during the 
month of June, save in some isolated cases. 
Where suchpotatoes were still on offer they 
realised prices around 4s. to ós. per ewt. 

MANGELS, TURNIPS AND BEET. 

All root crops are reported to have done 
well during the month. Th'‘nning was 
virtually completed in all, save in the case of 
late-sown turnips. Mangels, sugar beet and 
early-sown turnips give promise of average 
yields, Late-sown turnips suffered from lack 
of moisture, and in some cases had to be re- 
sown, but the number of such cases was 
lower than usual. Some cases of damage 
from “root burn ” were reported, but none 
of serious loss, The injury caused by insect 
pests daring the month was negligible. 


AVERAGE PRICES. 


Cattle fairs held during the month were 
supplied with the average number of animals 
for the season, and trade generally was 
quieter for all classes of stock, the weakness 
prevailing in the cross-Channel markets being 
reflected in the slower trade ruling in most 
of the markets in this country.

UNDERWRITING SCANDALS. 

The suggestion that the Stock Exchange 
Committee might concern itself with problems 
involved in the recent: underwriting scandals 
is strongly supported by the ‘Accountant, 
which says,that while for a variety of reasons 


is: one with which the Committee of the 
Stock Exchange might very usefully “tair 
itself. ‘‘It should not be insuperably 
difficult,’’ it continues, “ to compile a list of 
reputable underwriting concerns, and also a 
list of persons and firms to whom it would 
be inadvisable to entrust underwriting. lt 
is within the powers of the Committee to 
refuse to grant an official quotation for the 
shares oí any company with whose under, 
writing position it is not satisfied. It is 
equally within the powers of the Committee 
to refuse quotation of the shares of a com- 
pany which it regards as possessing such 
inadequate working capital as to be fore- 
doomed to failure. me recent under- 
writing scandals are of such a nature that it 
is arguable whether not ‘merely the under- 
writers concerned, but also the directors of 
the companies affectéd, have not brought 
themselves within reach of the law. Share- 
holders who have already lost all their money 
are naturally unwilling, and often unable, 
to institute either civil or criminal proceed- 
ings against underwriters or directors. Hence 
a defaulting underwriter, an incompetent 
directorate, or a board of directors which 
connives at nderwriting default usually 
evades all: responsibility. Since scandals of 
this nature cannot apparently be cured by 
legislation, it appears to be the plain duty 
of the Committee of the Stock. Exchange to 
take some such action as that which we have 
outlined above. On various recent occasions 
the Committee’ has shown unmistakably that 
it regards itself as a trustee for the investing 
public, and it is to be hoped that the present 
epidemic of underwriting and other scandals 
in connection with the formation of public 
companies will induce the Committee to take 
such steps as it may consider fit.’’

BACON STILL VERY FIRM. 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The position of the provision trade gener- 
ally continues fairly satisfactory, with one 
or two exceptions, late rates being well main- 
tained. The bacon market continues to main- 


tain its position, and according to reports 


from Denmark, although there is a general 
shortage of bacon, killings im that country are 
on a-norma] sc !e. Although no official 
change is recorded in quotations for Irish 
bacon in the: North of Ireland, in the South 
advanced prices are being asked “for : leaner 
selections, At the weekly meeting of the 
Bacon Committee this week-end. Danish and 
Swedish were advanced 4s. and Dutch 3s. per 
cwt., and at the time of writing there does 
not appear to be much prospect of any giving 
way in prices in the near future. No official 
change is recorded in butter, and the market 
is rather featureless. Danish, Irish creame- 
ries' and New Zealand remain fairly steady, 
but, if anything, Swedish and Finnish were a 
shade easier. Denmark reports that produc- 
tion of butter in that country is seasonably 
ample, but slowly declining. The quality of 
the butter is stated to be in splendid condi- 
tion, and some speculative buying end tin. 
packing is taking place. The egg market 
rules quiet at advanced prices. According to 
official returns of*imports, arrivals of pig meat 
into this country during 1928-29, while lower 
on the vear by 19,500 tons, or 4 per ‘cent.; 
were substantially in. excess of receipts re- 
corded in 1926-27. During the past two vears 
the Irish Free State has supplied the whole of 
the fresh pork, and this in 1928-29 amounted 
to 18,200 tons, compared with 18.700 tons a 
year ago, and 12,100 tons “1 1927. Receipts 
of frozen pork at 12,000 tons were 3,000 tons 
greater than in 1927-28, but some 2.600 tons 
smaller than in 1926-27. The United States, 
in the year under review, sent only. 2,000 tons, 
a reduction of 900 tons on the year, but this 
was counter-balanced bv an equivalent increase 
from the Argentine. Supplies of frozen pork 
from countries not senarately distinguished, 
though probably from New Zealand, amounted 
to a little over 7,000 tons, or 1.300 tons more 
than in the previous year. The trade in fresh 
mutton and lamh with the Irish Free State. 
though practically negligible compared with 


‘the total imports, ‘is steadily increasing, and 


amounted to 1,100 tons in 1928-29. compared’ 
with 750 tons a year earlier and 300 tons two 
vears ago. During the past year arrivals of 
bacon from the Irish Free State increased 
from 24,500 tons to 28.900 tons. Receipts of 
bacon from Denmark have hitherto steadily 


‘Increased year by year, but in 1998-99 this 


country’s contribution declined by 29.500. tons 
to nearly 248,000 tons, a ficure which repre- 
sents more than 50 per cent. of the total re- 
ceipts of bacon, During the past vear arri- 


.vals from the Netherlands increased. but sup- 


plies from the United States continued the 
downward tendenev which has heen evident 
for some years, and lesser quantities: were: also 
received from Canada and Sweden.

JEW SENTENCED, 


Judge Sheehy at Lifford Circuit Court 
passed sentence of two years’ imprisonment 
with hard labour on Israel Givertz, a Jew, 
who was stated to belong to Derry, for what 
the Judge described as “a very ingenious and 
carefully-planned fraud.’’ The accused man 
was” found guilty at the opening of the 
Sessions ten days ago of obtaining by false 
pretences, wool, valued at £459 18s. 8d., from 
Mr. William Boyle, of Letterkenny, merchant, 
and -sentence had been held over to allow 
him to make restitution. 

The Judge said that even yet if the accused 
man made restitution he would recommend a 
reduction of the sentence. Leave to appeal 
was refused. 

The prisoner purchased a small quantity
